and to expose his “ trimming,” becomes his panegy- 
rist, and, in an article intended to be a review of bis 
most recent pamphlet, lauds the opinions respecting 
National Education which he professes to hold for 
the month of July, and laments the onslaught of the 
Bishop of Ossory. But the demolition of the Chan- 
cellor's influence was due neither to Press nor Bishop. 


16; | He had overthrown it himself, and the Bishop's pen 
118 | was not used by way of destruction, but by way of 


castigation. When men in high positions give an ex- 

ample of unparalleled treachery to the cause which for 
a lifetime they have professed to uphold, they must 
be taught, however unpleasant the task, that others 
estimate the amount of their degradation in propor- 
tion to the value of the principles they betray, and 
that they must not claim confidence because they have 
betrayed the cause with which, most unhappily, they 
had been trusted. The Right Hon. Mr. Napier has 
done all that his position and his past character en- 
abled him to do, to injure the Church Education 
Society, and to strengthen the National Board. It is 
time for him to withdraw from the field. A deser- 
ter is not trusted even by those to whose ranks 
he has betaken. The Church Education Society 
has recovered from her grief at his treason, and finds 
his departure a relief. If the ex-Chancellor must 
still keep himself before the public, there are the 
discontented bakers preparing for a strike; there are 
Barringtonian lectureships to be obtained ; there are 
mechanics’ institutions; and there is a question re- 
viving to which he has already devoted some atten- 
tion, and, possibly, we may soon read a laudatory 
panegyric upon the Right Hon. Mr. Napier's pam- 
phlet in favour of the Repeal of the Union. 

But, amantium ira redintegratio amoris, and once 
again our contemporary becomes the mouthpiece of 
the ex-Chancellor, and treats us to a sounding 
platitude respecting a bishop's task —“ A great bishop 
“will have to demolish other things as well as the 
“ authority of an ex-Chancellor—namely, parental 
é rights, liberty of conscience, civil equality, and the 
“ fixed policy of the State with regard to National 
“ Education in Ireland.” Language, it is said, was 
invented to hide men's opinions, and these phrases 
mean anything but what their sound would seem to 
indicate. By “ parental right,” in this sentence, is 
meant the power which, under the National System, 
the single parent of a single Roman Catholic child 
has to crush the parental right of 50 Protestant pa- 
rents and 200 Protestant children in the same school 

If there be a single Romanist child in a National. 
School, that child's parent can prevent all the chil- 
dren of Protestants in the school from ever hearing 
one word of the Scriptures read. Is it not the most 
outrageous abuse of language to style this usurpation 
of authority over the rights of others, as “ parental 
“right?” “ Liberty of conscience“ is the liberty 
allowed by the Priests to their flock; by Monks 
who are teachers to the children under their charge ; 
by Nuns to the little creatures who are trained to 
be devotees within the precincts of a Convent School. 
The “conseience’’ is verily that of the ex-Chancellor ; 
the “liberty” is that which an Ultramontane would 
allow. The ad of the Church Education 
Society ask for “ ma equality.” They say--“ We be- 
long to the religion which, as yet, is professed by 
the State; we contribute very largely to the na- 
tional revenue; we! have a number of poor children 
to educate, and wq ask for some assistance from a 
Protestant State far Protestant children ;''—that is 
civil equality.

Is it 
since last year, when a totally new rule was intro- 
duced, which is prjnted in capital letters in the re- 
port? Is it now fixed? Ifso, why are we deluded 
by a statement that “Mr. Cardwell has said that 
the Board are willing to relax those restraints” which 
the Church of complains of ?
